O long-distance operators 

throughout this country and 

in many other parts of the 
world the reliability and long life 
of British-made oil engines con- 
stitute a basic economic factor of the greatest 
importance. The risk of using a power unit of doubtful 
wearing properties would, in fact, amount to hazarding 
their livelihood. However thorough the bench test of a 
prototype engine and the road tests of the experimental 
vehicle to which it is fitted may be, operators are 
hesitant to approve features of a type entirely different 
from those of established units. 

Many users of heavy vehicles have come to regard a 
mileage of 200,000 between major overhauls as normal, 
and any misgivings regarding the ability of a new engine 
to provide this would be a deterrent to the purchase of 
the vehicle 

The one serious aspect of the unassailable reputation 
created by British makers, particularly when considered 
in conjunction with the high cost of re-tooling for the 
production of a new unit, is that the introduction of 
essentially original features may represent too great a 
gamble in a highly competitive market. Marketing a 
revolutionary design can risk the livelihood of the manu- 
facturer as well as that of the purchaser. 


Produce 


Where Boldness May Succeed 

Unusual design principles applied to other major 
components of a vehicle are, to a lesser extent, restricted 
by the same consideration. Past achievements in 
perfecting established types of component tend to limit 
detail progress. To base production on the principle 
that faulty detail represents a weak link in the design 
chain is fundamentally sound and one which British 
makers have followed with realism. Boldness in the 
production of a revolutionary design could, however, 
lead to revolutionary sales in world markets. 

Practically every leading maker in the country has 
emphasized that the minds of operators must be con- 
ditioned to the acceptance of the novel. In the case of 
air suspension, for example, the chief designer of one of 
our leading companies has stated that the adoption of a 
wholly pneumatic system for a standard vehicle would 
prejudice sales, even if test results had shown that it had 
a longer life between replacements, in addition to afford- 
ing operational advantages. In his opinion pneumatic

springs must, in the first place, be 
employed in conjunction with leaf 
springs as a half measure if they 
are to be accepted by operators 
generally. 

In the case of transmissions, also, the makers have 
generally found that they must cater for the conservatism 
of operators. If an automatic or semi-automatic gear- 
box is proposed as a feature of a vehicle, the unit is 
normally offered as an alternative to the conventional 
type. 

Establishing the worth of an auxiliary as an optional 
fitting before it is incorporated in the design as a 
standard feature is a justifiable precaution, but 
precaution can be carried too far. If the maker is 
satisfied that employing a new unit will be of immediate 
benefit to the user operationally, and of ultimate benefit 
economically, he may be well advised to instal it as a 
standard component. 


Power 


Standard Models Often Preferred 


It is a common trait of human nature that whilst a 
minor claim may be suspect, a major claim is often 
accepted with confidence. If, for example, a maker 
offered a power unit which could be fitted with an 
auxiliary device as an operational extra to increase its 
output, the majority of buyers would favour the standard 
unit, despite the immediate benefits which the device 
would give. The same reasoning can be applied to any 
major mechanical component; the operator is afraid that 
he will have to pay too. high a price, in terms of main- 
tenance costs or reduced reliability, for an advantage 
that he would welcome. 

A project to which a major claim would be applic- 
able could be represented by the case of a manufacturer 
who produced a standard vehicle with original types of 
engine, transmission, suspension and chassis structure. 
It is probable that this bold venture would give operators 
confidence, whereas half measures would have been 
criticized. The reward for such an adventurous project 
could react to the great benefit not only of the manu- 
facturer but also of the commercial vehicle industry and 
the reputation of the country. 

It is debatable whether the more _ revolutionary 
projects now in the experimental or prototype stage are 
sufficiently well advanced to justify the development of 
a standard vehicle for production in quantity. It is

possible, however, that a crucial stage will soon be 
reached in the evolution of commercial vehicles to justify 
a project based on a major claim rather than a host of 
minor ones. 

Precedents have been difficult to find in the 
commercial vehicle industry, but in the production of 
private cars the design of the Citroen DS 19 saloon can 


ROM time to time The Commercial Motor has 

emphasized the vital importance of adequately 
securing the loads on vehicles. This need was strongly 
emphasized recently by a tragic accident in which the 
driver of an articulated vehicle was instantaneously 
killed by the load on it sliding forward and forcing off 
the cab 

The circumstances were that the driver had to brake 
heavily in an emergency, and many of the heavy steel 
bars which were being carried slid forward. With 
material of this nature there is little friction to restrain 
the upper bars, although the sheer weight of those 
above may help to hold others below, but here there 
was definite need for strong restraint. 

Most modern vehicles are powerfully braked, some 
indeed have servo mechanisms, and if fully applied on 
a dry road, even at a moderate speed, the rapid decelera- 
tion will tend to throw the load forward with great force, 
and it may fracture any but the strongest “ moorings,” 
frontboard or cab back, and possibly both.

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be cited. In this case the hydro-pneumatic suspension 
is one of many original features. It has given the car 
outstanding suspension characteristics and the vehicle 
has a wide appeal in a popular market. If the suspen- 
sion had been offered as an optional alternative to a 
conventional type, it is doubtful whether it would have 
appealed to more than a minority of enthusiasts. 





In the instance quoted, however, it seems that the 
cab was pushed completely clear of its attachments to 
the chassis, so that however strong its back may have 
been it did not affect the unfortunate result. 

The Commercial Motor is in a position to know full 
well the danger, because of the many braking tests which 
are undertaken by its technical staff. On several 
occasions heavy test blocks or other loads have not been 
sufficiently secured and have shifted while the vehicles 
have been braked. In one case the tester was sitting 
in the back of the vehicle and raised his legs only just 
in time to avoid their being crushed, whilst in another 
vehicle the test driver was forced against the steering 
wheel, but luckily escaped serious injury. 

The matter is so important that it deserves the close 
attention of such organizations as the Road Haulage 
Association and the Traders Road Transport Associa- 
tion. They could perhaps act jointly and produce 
recommendations on ways and means by which this 
danger could be obviated. 





Chloride Chairman Praises Trade Press 
N 24 occasions Chloride Batteries, Ltd., have given their 
Press luncheon on the opening day of the Motor Show. 
Sometimes the speeches at this popular function are more 
humorous than serious, but this year they tended to veer in 
the latter direction. 

The chairman, Mr. A. W. Browne, giving the toast of 
“The Press,” and welcoming other guests, described the 
former as the watchdogs of industry and the voice of public 
opinion. He said that their task was often a thankless one, 
but the more enlightened organizations, amongst which 
Chloride counted themselves, believed that the best way to 
co-operate was to give all the facts and rely on journalistic 
skill and judgment to present them correctly. He added 
that it surely could not be denied that both the motor and 
the electrical industries benefited greatly from the know- 
ledge possessed by members of the Press and the influence 
which they had on public opinion.

Paper For Posterity 
RY the utilization of nylon and other fabrics in this field, a 
paper 10 times stronger and 200 times more resistant to 
deterioration by corrosives, bacteria, and weathering, has 
been produced in Chile.

Brakes on Radio Telescope 
HE accurate tracking of America’s “ Pioneer" moon 
rocket by the Jodrell Bank radio telescope, was, in no 
small measure, aided by the unlikely equipment of two 
Kirkstall-axled truck bogies fitted with ordinary road tyres 
and Ferodo brake facings. 

In order to reduce wind vibration of the telescope’s 
250-ft.-diameter reflector bowl, the bogie wheels are run 
against the reflector’s 300-ft. “ bicycle-wheel” stabilizing 
track. By applying the brakes, not only is the +50-ton bow! 
effectively damped against vibration but the degree of 
directional control of the instrument can be brought to 
extremely fine limits. 

Another Ferodo-faced brake is used for anchoring the 
reflector when the telescope is not in operation. Manufac- 
tured by B. Thornton, Ltd., Huddersfield, the brake consists 
of two jack-operated clamps mounted in tandem to grip 
both sides of the stabilizing track. The strips of friction 
material used are 32 in. long and 6 in. wide. 
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A Story with a Moral 


HE comment of 71-year-old Miss Sarah Ambler of 

Todmorden, on the treatment she had been accorded 

by Ribble Motor Services one day early in October was 
“I might have been royalty, the courtesy I received.” 

Miss Ambler has been a polio victim since the age of 
two and is able to walk only a few yards at a time. She 
happened to mention recently how much she would like 
a holiday at a private hotel for cripples at Lytham St. Annes 
run by the National Polio Fellowship. Ribble heard of her 
case, and much to her surprise, she found realization of her 
dream, for the bus company had made the arrangements. 
Ribble’s Manchester to Blackpool express-service bus 
picked her up at the end of the street in which she lives, 
saving her the trouble of going into the town centre; an 
inspector was at hand to see her comfortably seated; she 
was served with refreshments on the journey; and at Preston 
another inspector joined the bus to arrange for a special 
stop to be made at the hotel. At the conclusion of the 
holiday the procedure was reversed. 

This sort of service is common to many bus undertakings 
in Britain. A Ribble official put it in a nutshell when he 
told the local paper, the Lancashire Evening Post: “ It was 
just part of our service. We try to do our best for every- 
body, particularly in cases of this kind.” 

The moral of this story lies in its ordinariness within the 
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bus industry. In it such incidents are everyday happenings, 
and they are taken for granted—too much so. Why not 
tell the Press about them? They make good human-interest 
stories which the papers will appreciate, and the consequent 
public relations value will be incalculable. 


Legal Use of Towing *‘ Ambulance” 


IVE months ago the Lord Chief Justice delivered a body 
blow to the motor engineering world when he ruled 
that the popular two-wheeled heavy-duty car ambulance 
was illegal. At that time about 10,000 were being used in 
the country—several of them by the Metropolitan Police 
for removing parked cars—but because they had neither 
springs nor mudguards the verdict went against them. 

It is interesting, therefore, to reflect on the result of a 
case at Rotherham in which the prosecution withdrew 
summonses against a.motor engineer when he denied using 
a towing trailer without springs or mudguards. The police 
conceded that no offence was being committed because a 
vehicle equipped with springs and mudguards was being 
towed at the time. 

They warned, however, that a different view would have 
been taken about a trailer not towing another vehicle, 
but this equipment is compact enough to be carried to the 
scene of a breakdown, so there is little likelihood of such 
an occasion arising.

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Bulk Liquid and Officials 
“Set Out to Defy Law’”’ 


YORKSHIRE tanker company and their officials deliberately set out 

to defy the law relating to drivers’ hours and records, Morley 
magistrates were told on Monday. On numerous occasions drivers had not 
had proper rest periods, and false entries had been made on record sheets 
during November, 1957. Many journeys were impossible in the time 
stated on drivers’ records, but the men were paid by their own weekly 
time sheets, which showed the true hours worked. 


These allegations were made by Mr. 
A. M. Hurwitz, prosecuting for the York- 
shire Licensing Authority, during 
committal proceedings against Bulk 
Liquid Transport, Ltd., Gildersome, on 
eight charges of conspiracy and subor- 
nation of perjury. Six employees of the 
company also faced charges—B. Skelley, 
transport manager; L. J. Hickson, his 
assistant; C. Kershaw, foreman driver; 
J. A. Kelvington, traffic controller; 
C. Burkenshaw, checker; and W. Jennings, 
driver 

Mr. Hurwitz said they all faced four 
charges of conspiring to contravene the 
law relating to drivers’ hours. It would 
be alleged that their deliberate policy was 
to get more time out of drivers than 
the law permitted and to encourage the 
keeping of false records. The company, 
Skelley and Kershaw were also accused 
of inducing a driver named Richard Smith 
to commit perjury 


Company's “ Black Day ” 
Outlining the case, Mr. Hurwitz con- 
tended that last November 26 was a black 
day for the company—it was the date on 
which a traffic examiner called for all the 
drivers’ records. At that time, records for 
seven particular drivers were not pro- 
duced, and the evidence would show why. 
These men had exceeded the permitted 
hours on numerous occasions and had not 
had proper rest periods. 


When their records were later 
examined, there was a “strange coinci- 
dence "each sheet showed exactly 11 


hours’ work for the driver, but it was 
suggested that this really bore no relation 
to the truth. Many of the journeys were 
impossible in the times stated. 

Recalling November 26, Mr. Hurwitz 
alleged that after the traffic examiner's 
visit, Richard Smith was called to the 
company’s office at 2 a.m. the following 
day and given back 19 record sheets he 
had handed in Officials had made 
various alterations in pencil, which he was 
instructed to fill in 

Nineteen witnesses, mainly clerks and 
gatekeepers from Imperial Chemical 
Industries, Ltd., Billingham, and British 
Titan Products, Ltd., Grimsby, gave 
evidence about the times of arrival and 
departure of Bulk Liquid’s vehicles. 

Richard Smith, Leeds, said he was 
employed by the company between 
August and November, 1957, driving 
mainly eight-wheeled articulated tankers. 
On the first day he was instructed by 
Jennings to keep three documents—a pink 
card bearing journey instructions on 
which daily starting and finishing times 
B24 


and speedometer readings were to be 
entered, a weekly time sheet, and a daily 
record sheet. 

The pink card and the weekly time sheet 
showed a true record of the hours worked 
and he was paid on that basis. The first 
time he worked more than the permitted 
hours he asked what should be entered 
on the record sheet. Jennings told him 
that as an experienced driver he should 
know what to do. The sheet was filled 
in to show only 11 hours’ work. This 
procedure went on most of the time 

Mr. Hurwitz said both the pink cards 
and weekly time sheets had been called 
for by the prosecution but they had not 
yet been produced. 


Altered Records 

On November 28, Smith continued, he 
was calied to Gildersome at 2 a.m. and 
handed a pile of log sheets by Kershaw. 
Attached was a note in Skelley’s hand- 
writing telling him to rectify the sheets 
where indicated. After he had altered 
them Kershaw said that it was obvious 
they had been tampered with and fresh 
sheets must be made out. 

He also suggested further alterations as 
they overlapped the times of the relief 
driver. At 11 a.m. that day three of the 
sheets were returned to him by Skelley 
for further alteration and later in the day 
he was dismissed. 

He had previously complained that 
many of the journeys could not be com- 
pleted in the time allowed, and had been 
told that if he did not do it they would 


find someone else who could 


“ Not Trouble-maker ” 

Cross-examined by Mr. S. S. Gill, for 
the company, Smith agreed that he had 
discussed routes and times with other 
drivers but denied he had tried to cause 
trouble. 

Mr. H. C. Thomas, a senior vehicle 
examiner of the Yorkshire Licensing 
Authority, told of a journey by private 
car over the Gildersome-Billingham- 
Grimsby-Gildersome route which, he 
claimed, showed that it was impossible 
for a heavy vehicle to do it legally 

Mr. Thomas said he and Mr. S. Holton, 
a senior traffic examiner, left Gildersome 
at 5.55 a.m. and arrived back at 5.40 p.m. 
after covering a distance of 285 miles 
and allowing a 1}-hr. break for meals. 
Replying to Mr. C. R. Dean, for Skelley, 
Kershaw, Hickson and Kelvington, he 
said there had been no check on the 
speedometer or mileage. 

The prosecution were calling a total of 
43 witnesses and more than 100 exhibits 
were expected. The hearing continues. 
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Expert Condemns Lorry 
Test by Examiners 


MAINTENANCE foreman at British 

Road Services’ Days Road depot, 
Bristol, challenged the evidence given by 
police and Ministry of Transport 
examiners in a case at Keynsham last 
week. B.R.S. were accused of using a 
lorry with inefficient steering and their 
driver was summoned for driving the 
vehicle.

Mr. G. H. Fussell, a Ministry vehicle 
examiner, claimed that the steering arm 
was not secure when he examined the 
vehicle and there was excess wear on 
stub axle pins and bushes. Although the 
general condition of the vehicle was satis- 
factory apart from this, it was in a dirty 
condition and in his opinion had been 
neglected 

Mr. B. Williams, Ministry senior 
examiner, said he was present when the 
examination was made and he also 
thought there was considerable wear in 
the king pins and bushes, This view was 
supported in evidence by a_ police 
constable 

New Engine Fitted 

The B.R.S. maintenance foreman, 
Nigel Grimston, said the vehicle had had 
18 checks last year and seven up to the 
time of the examination. As late as 
June 26 a new engine had been fitted and 
the lorry had been thoroughly examined. 
B.R.S. vehicles had a maintenance check 
every three or four weeks and this vehicle 
had been properly maintained along those 
lines. 

Mr. Herbert Thonger, consultant 
engineer, condemned the method of put- 
ting strain on a steering wheel which was 
used by the police and Ministry examiners 
He pointed out that with a 13-ton loaded 
vehicle, you were bound to get movement 
in the steering when it was stationary and 
the examiners should have known better 
He had made a careful examination and 
believed the vehicle had been properly 
maintained. The steering gear was in good 
and efficient working order 

Asked by the chairman why he had not 
driven the vehicle, Mr. Fussell said there 
was some question of insurance which 
prevented this 

The chairman: “I am not criticizing 
you, but from a common-sense point of 
view it does seem to me that you could 
have carried out a better check this way.” 

The case was dismissed.

IGURES issued in “Summary of 
Annual Reports of the Traffic Com- 
missioners, 1957-58” (Stationery Office, 
3s.

Liabilities of Former 
Haulier £10,000 


HEN Ernest Albert O'Connor, 
formerly a haulier at Parrish Hill, 

Bourneheath, Bromsgrove, appeared for 
his public examination in bankruptcy at 
Worcester, last week, it was stated that 
his liabilities amounted to more than 
£10,000. Mr. W. H. Haig, Official 
Receiver, was told that Mr. O'Connor 
had kept no books of account at all. 

Mr. Haig heard that from 1930-50 Mr. 
O’Connor was engaged in a_ haulage 
business with his father. In January, 
1950, following his father’s death, he 
entered into partnership with his brother 
to carry on the business 

He put £800 capital into the business 
from his own and his wife's savings, and 
he and his brother were able to draw 
£15 a week each until the business was 
sold in September, 1953. His share of 
the sale—to A. and R. Scott—was £1,500, 
and he became Scott's manager at a 
salary of £1,05C a year 

In May, 1955, a property sale brought 
Mr. O'Connor £1,800, and with a 
mortgage from his bankers he started a 
poultry-keeping business, but this was 
never profitable and he lost about £15 
a week until he sold out last July 

While trading as a haulier he had 
obtained 12 vehicles, costing £13,240, 
which he later sold for £8,073. 

Mr. Haig said that in the absence of 
a complete statement of affairs the 
examination could not be continued. It 
was adjourned until December 9 


“ MAINTENANCE ” GRANT 
CANCELLED 

SUCCESSFUL appeal was made by 

D. E. Langton, Ltd., Scunthorpe, to 
the Transport Tribunal, last week, when 
they opposed the grant of a B licence by

’ Transport Problems 
for Next Generation 


ENIOR men in the transport industry 
today face tasks which are more diffi- 
cult and complex than those their prede- 
cessors had to cope with, but when the 
next generation takes its place the prob- 
lems will be even more acute. This was 
forecast last week by Mr. D. Stewart, 
traffic manager of Irish State Railways, 
when he spoke about “Training for 
Transport Management” to Institute of 
Transport members at Hull 

Dealing with public transport, Mr. 
Stewart said the major requirement was 
that returns should cover the cost of 
operation. This was a great problem 
and a challenge to transport managers. 
The principal reason why public transport 
had been criticized so much in recent 
years was because it had failed to pay its 
way. 

One of the most urgent requirements 
in the industry was that there should be 
informed public opinion, and transport 
executives should ensure that their sub- 
ordinates were able to create a better 
“climate” by their actions.

LASGOW'S change from trams to

The corporation have stated that 
there will be work available in other 
departments with no break in pension 
rights if the men are prepared to transfer 
at the risk of receiving lower wages. 

At present, most tram men are being 
trained as bus drivers.

Work Starts on Oil 


Pipe Across Wales 


ONSTRUCTION work has started on 
what will be Britain’s longest crude 
oil pipeline when it is completed by the 
end of next year. The pipeline will run 
for nearly 60 miles across South Wales, 
linking the British Petroleum Company's 
new deep-water tanker terminal at 
Milford Haven with their Llandarcy 
refinery. It will have an annual capacity 
of 5m. tons, 

Site work has begun at the Llandarcy 
end and at present concentration is on 
the more difficult sections where the pipe- 
line will run across roads, rivers and rail- 
ways. Next spring, work will start on the 
main run of the line, which will be laid 
at the rate of two miles a week.

VERY lorry driver in the country 

should be told that it is not a safe 
practice to throw a spare coil of rope 
on the back of a vehicle, Mr. A. P. 
Lockwood, Sheffield Coroner, said last 
week. 

His remarks were made at the inquest 
on a Sheffield woman who was killed 
when she was lassooed by a rope trailing 
from a lorry and struck her head against 
a stationary vehicle 

The driver said in evidence that he 
sheeted and roped his load about four 
miles from the scene of the accident and 
his tailboard and sideboards were up 
He threw a spare coil of rope in the back 
of his lorry but he had no idea that this 
was trailing until told of the accident. 

A lorry-driver witness described how 
a 30-ft. length of rope trailing from the 
lorry whipped across the road and 
wrapped itself round the legs of a 
woman carrying a baby. It pulled her 
to the ground and she struck her head 
on a stationary hearse. 

P. C. W. Lampard said tests were carried 
out with a police car and a piece of 
trailing rope to determine the swinging 
action when a vehicle was driven up to 
30 m.p.h. Tests were made over four 
miles and at no time would he have seen 
the rope without purposely looking for it 

After a verdict of accidental death had 
been returned, the Coroner said there 
was no criminal negligence on the 
driver's part. 


“HOUSING POLICY AND TV 
HITTING BUSES” 
ELEVISION and the wider spread of 
city housing are the main factors 
competing with civic transport, according 
to Mr. W. M. Little, Edinburgh's trans- 
port manager.

Coach Designers Have Met Most of the Needs 
of Passengers and Operators, but in Details of 
Styling there is Still Scope for Improvement 
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The best way to increase the size of 
a side window is to add an inch or two 
at the top, because it detracts little 
from the strength of the longitudinal 
panelling To reduce slightly the 
stiffening effect of the roof structure 
is not of great importance and the 
additional light reaching the interior 
will be welcome For complete 
comfort, the depth of the side window 
should be of about elbow height 
Additional stiffness can be provided 
where it is needed by doing away with 
the wrap-round rear quarter light and 
substituting a roof pillar.

unusual features, perhaps the most 
obvious of which is the tail treatment 

There is a very large rear observa- 
tion dome, in which the central window 
is deep, curved and broad. This glass 
is matched on each side by full, wrap- 
round quarter lights of almost equal 
size, and is surmounted by a tinted 
Perspex roof with conspicuous eaves 

Equally eye-catching are the deep 
wings that extend rearwards beyond 
the boot line. These house the com- 
bination lighting units and are pro- 
tected by corrugated chromium-plated 
mouldings and = skid-like bumpers, 
stretching forwards to the bottom oi 
the wheel-arch, 

The luggage-boot lid is curved and 
secured by a locking handle beneath 
the lower radius. There is no trans- 
verse bumper. 

The boldness of the rear lines is 
emphasized by the use of pale grey and 
sky-blue paintwork and chromium- 
plated or aluminium-alloy strip. A 
striking rather than handsome coach. 
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the Mulliner succeeds in breaking a 
little new ground which could well 
lead to its imitators in the next year or 
so. 

Although it has been said that there 
is a divinity that shapes our ends, 
rough-hew them how we will, one 
wonders quite what to expect al the 
next Commercial Motor Show. Shall 
we see a revival of the rear observation 


window, led by Mulliner? Or will 
the ball break the other way? 
Shall we see the cost of full air- 


conditioning brought within the reach 
of all, and with it the fixed window? 
Will the increased use of plastics 
develop new construction methods? 
Or shall we continue to hew roughly 
for a little longer? 

With the exception of the Mulliner, 
there is a tendency towards stagnation 
in coach design. The curved dome 
and flat rear panel appear to derive 
from the saloon car of the thirties. 
Perhaps a little unorthodox thinking 
on the subject might produce a rear 
view that is both refreshing and 
functional.

HANGES in the public taste dui

In consequence of such a study 
Louis ©. Edwards and Sons (Man

Not only modern housewives but 
also ‘camps and catering establish 
ments nowadays favour the purchase 
of meat in oven-ready cuts or in other 
oven-prepared forms. Large quanti 
ties of catering packs, made up in 
boxes of 20 Ib. to 28 Ib., are supplied, 
these containing such commodities as 
minced steak, diced steak and kidney, 
rump steak, fillet steak, chops, livers 
or Sausage. 

Similar items are supplied in tinfoil 
packs weighing between 8 oz. and 
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16 oz. for sale to the consumer. One 
secuon of the organization produces 
Cumberland beef sausage, Cumber- 
land pork sausage, stewed steak and 
pork and meat roll in tins of various 
sizes, these being sent out in packs of 
different capacities, according to the 
commodity. Most of these products 
are suitable for transport in the insu- 
lated or refrigerated vans. 

Of other units in the fleet, one has 
an insulated body on a 5-ton Thames 
chassis and a number of other insu- 
lated bodies is mounted on the 3-ton 
Thames units. Two of the oil-engined 
Standard Vanguards, of which four 
are employed altogether, have been 
fitted with insulated box bodies, the 
springs being strengthened and the 
chassis lengthened for the purpose. 

The major portion of ‘the fleet is 
controlled from the company’s head- 
quarters and garage, which are located 
about a mile from the Manchester city 
centre. However, there is also a small 
depot at Blackpool to which four 
vehicles are attached. Mr. W. Peel, the 
transport manager, told me that on at 
least 85 per cent. of the runs return

cent. being obtained from 20 m.p.h. The lever is short and 
ts travel small, but it is well placed to enable maximun 
yurchase to be obtained on it 

The acceleration figures obtained are quite reasonabk

Allowing for the fact that a vehicle of this type would 
rarely carry more than 3 tons and that at the end of ils 
day's run the payload would have been reduced to nothing, 
it is reasonable to suppose that the Paravan will return an 
overall average fuel-consumption figure of between 18 and 
19 m.p.g. under normal city-service conditions 

One of the more remarkable things about the Paravan 
s that, despite the use of conventional single-rate sem 
elliptic springs at both axles, without dampers, the suspen- 
sion is of a very high standard under all conditions, which 
ill goes to show that the simplest layout can often be the 
best if properly applied. 

[his smooth ride is of importance not only to the drive! 
ut also to customers, as often the parcels carried in a 
vehicle of this type can be quite fragile and therefore liable 
to breakage over bad surfaces. This is not likely to happen 
with the Paravan, however, because even when driven fast 
over cobbles, no harsh shocks were felt.

At present 
there is to be no shrugging off of deficits as the kind. of 
misfortune that might happen to anyone. The Commission 
ire borrowing £1,500m. to bring themselves up to date. 
They are borrowing more money to pay the interest, and 
still more to keep pace with current deficits. In the midst 
of the astronomical figures involved, they can still claim 
to maintain a sense of proportion sufficient to mourn 
sincerely a further loss amounting to no more than a few 
millions 

Addressing the European Ministers of Transport a short 
time ago, Sir Brian Robertson, chairman of the Commis- 
sion, found a vivid physical metaphor to describe his 
feelings. Much less coal and steel were being sent by 
road, he said. The coal was going back into stock instead 
of being moved, and production in the steel industry had 
fallen. “ British Railways,” Sir Brian lamented, “ have no 
resources to cushion them against the effects of such a 
sudden blow, and it is hurting a lot.” 

On somewhat different occasions, and in somewhat 
different words, Billy Bunter has for several years been in 
he habit of expressing essentially the same sentiment 
More often than not, he does so before he is hurt, and 
here is another point of comparison with Sir Brian, in 
spite of his more dignified language. The railways, like 
Billy Bunter, are really very well cushioned against financial 
disaster. Ironically, it is their road transport competitors 
who are likely to be more hurt in the long run 


Gilbertian Situation 


There is an air of unreality about transport finance 
Everybody knows the Government have been taking huge 
sums from road users in the form of taxation, and handing 
over almost equally huge sums to the railways in the form 
of loans. Everybody knows also that there is not the 
slightest chance these loans will ever be paid back. The 
issumption upon which this Gilbertian situation rests is 
that the railways are essential to the nation in peace and 
in war 

Lightly though their obligations may rest on the Com 
mission, there must be a limit to them. When this is 
reached, the Government must decide whether or not to 
pay a subsidy by writing off what already amounts to an 
enormous debt There is no serious alternative The 
railways cannot hope to make sufficient profit to pay back 
all they have borrowed 

There is a growing doubt whether they will ever again 
make any profit at all. The new equipment will help, but 
cannot forever disguise the fact that the railways are an 
outmoded form of transport. Sir Brian’s cry of anguish 
may be prophetic. When receipts are falling and the bills 
are mounting, the loss of a little extra traffic may seem 


comparatively unimportant. The long-term plan, however, 
C16 


lays down that just about this time the downward trend 
should be reversed and the climb should begin towards 
solvency. If the Commission are going still further into 
the red, they will have to think again about whatever 
result they hope to achieve in the long run. 

The proposals for the railways presented to Parliament 
two years ago by the Minister of Transport included a 
review of policy and prospects made by the Commission 
themselves. They commit themselves to an estimate that 
by 1970 there should be a total surplus revenue of £50m 
1 year, after charging to revenue all interests except on 
deficits. “ But the critical period of reconstruction and 
development terminates much earlier, and the Commission 
would probably cross the line from annual deficit to annual 
surplus in 1961 or 1962.” 

In other words, the effects of the new policy would be 
felt all the way through, and not merely when the plan 
is completed. The Commission even ventured on figures, 
and indicated that at the date of “ crossing the line” there 
would be extra annual revenue or savings of £35m. from 
modernization, £3m. from the pruning of services, {5m 
from increased productivity, and £20m. as a result of the 
freedom from stationary obligations 


Remote Chance 


Sir Brian appears now partly to contradict this. He told 
the Ministers of Transport that the large sums already spent 
on modernization had scarcely begun as yet to pay divi 
dends. If this is so, the chance seems remote that by 
1961 they will be paying dividends on anything like the 
scale predicted. At about that time, if not sooner, the 
Government will find it necessary to make a reassessment 
of the situation 

Road transport operators should make up their minds as 
soon as possible about the railways. The Commission’s 
financial plight is no encouragement to their principal 
competitors. They have been accustomed to adopt a 
patronizing attitude, as if towards a business associate who 
had come down in the world. They go out of their way 
to say from time to time that the railways perhaps ought to 
be preserved, if only for reasons of national security. In 
other words, even road users accept the assumption that 
has hitherto guided the policy of the Government and o! 
all the political parties. 

It is an awkward assumption, from which certain uncom 
fortable consequences flow. If the main line companies 
had escaped nationalization, they might have done a little 
better than the Commission, but they would still have been 
in financial trouble As independent companies, they 
could hardly have been permitted to borrow as much 
noney as is now being lavished upon the Commission. 

Another consequence of assuming that the railways must 
be kept at all costs is that they must also be kept properly 
fed, either by handing traffic to them or by a subsidy. 
It is more than suspected that forcible diversion is already 
taking place of coal to be conveyed from pithead to ele 
tricity generating stations, 

If road operators believe in the inevitability of the rail 
ways, they must also believe that money or traffic must be 
supplied to keep the railways going. The conclusion is 
hardly likely to be welcomed on the road side. Operators 
must ask themselves, and the sooner the better, whether 
their attitude towards the railways is not now in need of

predominant source of noise This 
surprising point was made in a paper! 
entitled “Origins of Diesel Engine 
Noise,” by A. E. W. Austen and T. Priede 
of C.A.V., Ltd., which was read to the 
Institution of Mechanical Engineers in 
London last Friday. It was one of four 
papers making up a symposium on engine 
noise and noise suppression 

The authors felt that the oil engine was 
well on the way to overcoming its initial 
disadvantages over the petrol engine of 
a lower power output from a given swept 
volume and weight and increased initial 
cost. However, the greater noise emission 
of the oil engine was perhaps hampering 
its universal adoption for all forms of 
road transport. Thus research into the 
problem of noise was opportune 

Present methods of exhaust silencing 
were thought to be adequate so far as 
the occupants of the vehicle were con- 
cerned, and this was therefore discounted 
as a field for any great improvement 
However, intake silencing had received 
little attention. Noise produced in the 
induction manifold started with oscilla 
tions set up as the inlet valve opened 
which were rapidly damped by the 
downward movement of the piston and 
replaced by high - frequency noise 
developed by air flow across the valve 


seat 


Valve Timing 


This was followed by further oscilla 
tions in the manifold as the valve shut, 
lasting for some time after the completion 
of the intake sequence. Improvements 
in the degree of sound produced by the 
induction system could be affected by 
design and particularly by alterations to 
the valve timing. Late inlet timing, late 
exhaust-valve closing and a large exhaust- 
valve flow area all tended to reduce noise 

On test, a considerable improvement 
was made by fitting a Stewart low-pass 
intake silencer of about five times the

However, there were othe 
means which could be used to alleviate 
this Valve and timing covers were 
found to be a major source of noise in 
engines using cast aluminium for these 
components Replacing these highly 
resonant structures with substitutes made 
of rubber-reinforced steel strip and 
asbestos-wool lagged double-skin sheets 
made a satisfactory improvement 

Other vibrational areas were more 
difficult to locate and rectify, but it was 
provisionally accepted that bending 
moments in the crankcase, caused by 
transmission of force from cylinder 
pressure and crankshaft vibration, were 
major tactors in engine nose 

It was difficult to see how a non 
esonant or “ dead” crankshaft could be 
produced, but the crankcase itself could 
be damped by using a double-skin 
structure with closely spaced cross 
connections. The ribbed type of stiffen 
ing, normally used for other reasons 
than noise reduction, might help in this 
but would most likely have little effect 
on the magnitude of the noise, only 
displacing it towards the higher 
frequencies 

Engine tests with the clutch housing 
removed showed that the flywheel too 
could produce noise due to endwise dis- 
placement of its centre and top edges 
setting up high-frequency oscillations. It 
was considered important, therefore, that 
no apertures should be left in the clutch 
housing on an assembled engine-gearbox 
unit The pulley on the front of the 
crankshaft or a counterweight, if fitted, 
could also set up oscillations. 

Though the noise arising from injec- 





on equipment was normally lost in the 
‘ overall sound pattern of the present oil 
engine, improvements in silencing the 
engine structure and induction system 
could make this more apparent 


Noise from the fuel pump was only 
obvious when it was mounted directly 
on the engine and could transmit the 
small vibrations which it sets up to the 
engine structure, the radiation of that 
vibration from the larger surfaces of the 
engine causing it to become tiresome 
Noise from the fuel pump arose from 
bending of the pump crankshaft because 
of variations of fuel pressure in the 
pumping elements 


Flexible Mounting 


If the unit were too flexibly mounted 
or located on an unstiffened structure, 
these vibrations could be seriously ampli- 
fied. However, if the pump were flange 
mounted on a properly stiffened plat- 
form, the noise intensity would be 
negligibly small. 

Injectors in which the needles always 
seated on fuel were found to be quietel 
than those which seated on a dry surface 
As it was impracticable to ensure that 
fuel was always present during seating, 
other means were sought to effect an 
improvement. Reductions in the needle 
mass and spring force were found to 
improve the quietness of the injector, 
and this modification, in conjunction 
with a “dead” valve cover, produced a 
satisfactory reduction in noise 

It was felt that a study of fuel injec- 
tion combined with improved combustion 
space airflow might help in achieving a 
desirable cylinder-pressure pattern 

The paper concluded by foreseeing 
improvements in oil engines which would 
make them at least as quiet as the 
equivalent petrol engine of the present 
day
